WOMAN PARDONED AFTER 
36 YEARS IN PENITENTIARY 


Killed Husband in 1S79—Neighbor 
Who Poisoned Wife at Same 
Time Died Two Years Aro. 
HARTFORD, Conn., Dec. 19.—Mrs. 
Kate Cobb of Norwich, who had been in 
the state prison at Wethersfield for 
nearly 36 years for the murder of her 
husband, has been pardoned by the 
State Board of Pardons. She was sen- 

tenced to life imprisonment in 1879. 
Mrs. Cobb is now 60 years old. Her 
husband, Charles Cobb, was Tax Col- 
lector of the City of Norwich. He was 
found dead in January, 1879. Soon after- 
ward Mrs. Wesley Bishop, a member of 
another prominent Norwich family, also 
died suddenly. The families were on

Mystery of a Death. 

The day before Vallandingham ieft 
the city John Hoffman, a saloonkeeps?, 
was found dead in his saloon at Eighth 
and Carroll streets, a bullet through his 
head. Capt. Johnson of the Laclede ave- 
nue station questioned Vallandingham, 
but he would not admit that he knew 
anything about it. 

Vallandingham was betrayed to the 
police by Julia Bass... They had a 
quarrel, and she told two motorcycle 
polidemen that he had written to her 
frem Peoria that he had shot and 
killed a man in St. Louis. 

According to Va andingham’s con- 
fession, he and Dean on Nov. 1, held 
up and robbed Adolph Smith of 3741 
Potomac street on Ewing avenue, 
north of Olive street, of $30 and a 
watch, and the same night, in the 
same locality, they robbed Adolph 
Mehler of 3714 Orsgon avenue of a 
watch and $1. 

Joe Behiter of 3006 Locust street, a 
pool room attendant, was arrested this 
afternoon. He admitted to Capt. John- 
gon that he was with Vallandingham 
when the robberies were committed on 
Fiwing avenue and at Fourteenth and 
Locust streets. He said there was a 
third man along on Ewing avenue who 
was not known to him. 

Robbed Men and Women. 

Nov. 15, Vallandingham said he and 
Dean robbed a man of $3 at Seven- 
teenth street and Franklin avenue. 

In other robberies, he said, he was 
assisted by a man he called Joe. They 
robbed a woman at Broadway and 
Olive streets of a purse containing $42. 
Nov. 6 they knocked a woman down at 
Fourteenth and Locust streets anid 
robbed her of 75 cents. 

Assisted by Dean, on Nov. 18, he said, 


Greengard, De Baliviere and De Giver- 
ville avenues, where he was formerly 
employed, and stole $100. A night 
watchman fired at them. 

John Hoffman, this night watchman, 
called at thé station and identified Val- 
landingham. Dean had not then been 
brought to the station. 


JEWELER ENDS HIS LIFE 
BY TAKING POISON IN STORE 


-- im Tealth, Albert Abey Swal- 
lows Prusas:c Acid in Chero- 
aee Street Shop. 

Albert Abey, 27 years old, of 3723 
South Compton avenue, killed himself 
in his jewelry store, 315 Cherokee 
street about 8:30 this morning, by swal- 
lowing cyanide of potassium (prussic 
acid). \Vhen his body was found soon 
afterward, the right hand was holding 
@ revolver, fully loaded. It is supposed 
he had intended to shoot himself if the 
prussic acid, which is one of the most 
deadiy of poisons, should fail. 

Abey was single, and lived with his 
father, Adolph Abey, and a married 
sister. His sister said he had been in 
poor health, and that he frequently said 
he wished he were dead. 

Two young men who room above the 
jewelry store heard Abey fall. They 
went downstairs a few minutes after- 
ward and saw the body on the store 


friendly terms. 

The Coroner’s inquest showed that 
Soth Cobb and Mrs. Bishop had died of 
poisoning, under suspicious’ circum- 
stances. Mrs. Cobb and Bishop were ar- 
rested and it developed in the evidence, 
after a remarkable trial, that the two 
had planned separate murders, in order 
that they might be free to marry. 

The evidence, however, was mostly 
circumstantial and it was not until 
Bishop had turned state’s evidence that 
the motive and detalis were brought 
out. 

Bishop died in prison two years ago. 
Although théy were in’ cells not many 
hundred feet apart, they never saw each 
other. It is said Bishop requested 
that he might see Mrs. Cobb before he 
died, but she declined to see him.

The Southwestern Traffic Commit- 
tee hag tiled an increased tariff with 
the commission, but the Western 
Trunk Line Committee is centering 
its efforts upon obtaining increased 
intrastate rates in Missouri, Kansas, 
Arkansas and Oklahoma before seek- 
ing increased interstate rates*” The 
intrastate rates in these States are 
now lower than the interstate rates. 

Big Benefit, Pryor Says. 

E. B. Pryor, receiver of the Wa- 
bash, said to a Post-Dispatch repor- 
ter today: 

“The decision of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission is not only gratifying 
but decidedly encouraging to the ralil- 
roads, not alone from the standpoint of 
the increased revenues that will accrue 
to the railroads, but to a much greater 
extent to the stimulus that it will give 
to business generally. 

‘The amount of increased revenue to 
the railroads can only be estimated, but 
it will be of very substantial benefit to 
the Wabash Railroad. 

“The greatest result will be in the 
strengthening of railroad credit, and if 
this can be followed by the starting up of 
the wheels of industries that are now 
idle and give work to thousands of wil- 
Hng and aYrxious workers, the benefits 
wilt be ‘multi .many tires over. 

“If the Public Service Commission of 
Missouri can see its way clear to giving 
us the increases the railroads have asked 
for, and particularly the increase in pas- 
senger rates in @rder to.enable us to 
continue to give service that will be 
satisfactory to the public, we will fee) 
that there is every hope that this is the 
dawn of a new era of prosperity for us 
a.” 

Encouraging, Bush Says. 

Benjamin F. Bush, president of the 
Missouri Pacific, said “the advantage 
to the Western lines of the increase 
granted to the Eastern lines is only 
sentimental, but it gives encourage- 
ment. It is a recognition that we 
nee@ assistance,” Bush said. “Tt 
should stimulate business conditions 
all over the country.

The House of Delegates last night 
adopted a resolution urging department 
heads re-eimploy all city employes 
laid off recently, and requesting that 
men be employed soon to straighten the 
River des Peres in its course south of 
Forest Park. 


Wemen to Make Bathing Suits. 

Comptroller Piayer, so far, has re- 
ceived but one request from a depart- 
ment head, asking that men be hired or 
material purchased. Park Commissioner 
Davis yesterday placed a_requisitior 
with Player for $1000 worth of mate- 
rial for bathing suits to be used at the 
municipal pools next season. Davis 
will employ a number of women to 
make up these suits this winter. 

A committee on labor conditions re- 
ported yesterday to the conference that 
40 per cent, or 80,000 of the estimated 
working population of St. Louis were 
idje at present. The basis of this esti- 
mate Was a Canvass among 2020 working 
persons, or about 1 per cent of the esti- 
mated “working pepulace. The committee 
sent canvassers to 1550 men in lodg- 
ing houses downtown, who reported 
that 715, or 46 per cent, were un- 
employed, and 190, or 12 per cent, 
were employed on short time. The can- 
vassers reported that in six city blocks, 
in central river wards, out of 470 work- 
ing people, 232 were unemployed, a per- 
centage of 49, and 70 were working short 
time, a percentage of 15. 

The committee also received reports 
from labor unions but did not furnish 
the statistics because they would be 
misleading without elaborate cxplana- 
tions, the report stated. 

Officials Doubt Report's Accuracy. 

City officials who read the report 
said they were inclined to doubt the 
accuracy of the estimates which were 
based on meager information gathered 
from localities that would be expect- 
ed to show the highest percentage of 
idle workers at any time. 

The committee consists of Charles J. 
Lammert, .president of the Building 
Trades Council; Kate Richards O’Hara, 
Nellie A. Quick of the State Employ- 
ment Bureau, James Eads How and 
August Dietrich. 

Lammert’s committee recommended 
that the city re-employ as many as 
possible of those who were laid off at 
the approach of severe weather and that 
it adopt the policy of dividing the work 
among the men on the payroll instead 
of laying some off entirely, while others 
work ful] time. 

The committee also suggested that a 

‘clean-up week"’ be conducted between 
Christmas and New Years, and that 
preference be given to men of family in 
dispensing jobs. 

Supply Depots Suggested. 

Supply depots should be established 
by the city at which food, fuel and 
clothing might be purchased by the 
needy at cost, the committee reported, 
and the city should follow the lead of 
Liverpool, Manchester an@ other En- 
glish cities, in razing dilapidated dis- 
tricts and erecting model tenements to 
be rented to workers at cost. It sug- 
gested also that the conference be made 
permanent and that it establish com- 
munication with similar bodies in other 
cities and seek aid of the United States 
Government, to anticipate the conditions 
of future years. 

At the end of the conference yester- 
day Chairman TolkKacz appointed an 
executive committee to carry out the 
suggestions that were approved. Dr 
George B. Mangold was made chair- 
man. The other-members are Roger N. 
Baldwin, Mrs. Kate Richards O'Har:.

Depo- 
sitions were taken behind closed doors, 
in the last two days, in this suit, to de- 
termine the extent of Garesche’s serv- 
ices. When Louis Mayer, who had been 
Leschinsky’s lawyer, refused to an- 
swer a question relating to the alleged 
payment by Miss Sanford, the deposi- 
tions were referred to Judge Hitch- 
cock, to get his ruling as to whether 
Mayer must answer. This made public 
the contents of the depositions.

Western lines will share in this psycho- 
logical effect,’’ he said. ‘‘We are en- 
couraged to hope that relief for the 
Western lines will come next. The 
Western roads need advanced rates 
more than the astern lines because the 
distances are so much greater and the 
traffic so much lighter. The Western 
roads, with lines east of the Mississip- 
pi, will share to that extent in the in- 
creased rates.’’ 

Fr. H. Britton, president of the 8t. 
Louis Southwestern Railway Co, 
(Cotton Belt) said: 

“While the so-called ‘6B per cent 
rate’ increase is. limited to territory 
east of the Mississippi River and 
north of the Ohio and Potomac 
Rivers, is is nevertheless very grati- 
fying and, in my opinion, a hopeful 
sign. Lines in other teritory should 
be granted simiiar relief promptly, 
which would undoubtedly benefit 
general business conditions.” 

Katy Officer’s View. 

Vice-President Whitehead of the Mis- 
sourl, Kansas & Texas, said: “The 
Western roads will derive a collateral 
benefit. The action taken by the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission is a 
recognition of the serious conditions 
that confront us. These conditions ap- 
ply more to the West and the South- 
west than to the Eastern trunk lines.

PRESIDENT’S VIEW 
ON RATE INCREASE 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19. —The decision 
of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion in the Eastern advance rate case 
was highly gratifying to administra- 
tion officials today. It was believed 
that the action of the commission in 
granting the railroads in offftial classi- 
fication territory the rfight to advance 
their freight rates 5 per cent, except 
upon certain heavy commodities which 
comprise a large bulk of the traffic, 
would pave the way for an Immediate 
revival of prosperity throughout the 
United States. 

The exceptions réferred to are coal, 
coke, iron ore and certain other traffic 
moved partly by lake and partly by 
rail, upon which the commission had 
heretofore fixed rates adjudicated ‘‘rea- 
sonable.’’ Official classification terri- 
tory constitutes the country east of the 
Mississippi, north of the Potomac and 
Ohio rivers. 


President Wilson, it is known, was 
greatly pleased over the decision, al- 
though no formal statement has been 
given out by him.

Symphony Soloist in St. Louis 
Debut Reveals Wonderful 
‘Tone and Technique. 


WINS NOTABLE TRIUMPH 


His Craftsmanship Is Masterly 
and He Has Much Emo- 
tional Feeling. 


By RIPLEY D. SAUNDERS. 
HEN majestic old Beethoven's 
W overture to “Coriollanus’’ some- 
what had removed the emotional 
sting of Tschaikowsky’s despairing and 
profoundly mournful “Symphony No. 6 
in I Minor,” at the Odeon yesterday 
afternoon, Arrigo Serato appeared as 
the solo figure of the Symphony con- 
cert, which will be repeated this even- 
ing, and greatly distinguished himself 
as a violinist of superlative technique 
and tonal mastery. 

He, too, elected to be heard in St. 
Louis for the first time in a Beethoven 
composition, the ‘“‘Concerto in D Major,” 
hig especial distinction being that he is 
an Italian with a remarkable genius 
for the interpretation of German thought 
in music, and his revelation to this ef- 
fect was memorable indeed. 

The Beethoven concerto, with its Jo- 
achim cadenza, is at many moments 
alinost exclusively a medium for the 
display of violin virtuosity, but its sec- 
ond movement, the lerghetto, happily 
sounds a deeper note, simple-souled old 
Ludwig, the greatest of them all, here 
singing to himself in a magnificent mood 
of melodic musing, and, fortunately, 
Serato was equal to its demands of 
sincere artistry. 

He had already proved his tech- 
nique and now he proved his sympa- 
thetic feeling as well, so that his 
completion of his task found him 
strongly intrenched in the favor of 
his first St. Louis audience. He is 
not the supreme violinist that one 
hears when Ysaye and Fritz Kreisler 
play, but he belongs in the front 
rank of the world’s greatest violin- 
ists headed by those two masters, 
and, in sheer craftsmanship, he is 
perhaps their equal. 

The houserwas so enthusiastic over 
hig performance that it insisted upon 
an encore, whereupon Serato respond- 
ed with the Tartini-Kreisler “Fugue,” 
again demonstrating his command of 
technique to a convincing degree. 

Max Zach's men most memorably 
acquitted themselves in the Tschai- 
kowsky FE Minor symphony, which 
constituted the program’s first half, 
and the orchestral utterance of this 
poignant score was finely competent. 

Especially noteworthy was the in- 
terpretation of the second move- 
ment, the exquisite andante canta- 
bile, the sweet sadness of which was 
yet 
the tremendous work as a whole 
was so competently presented in its 
wild melancholy as well as in the 
brief gentler strains of its pensive 
that it promises to linger 
in one’s memory among the best 
achievements of the present season. 

The “Coriolanus” overture, with 
which the program’s second part 
opened, was:performed in a spirit 
well attuned to the high standard set 
in the program's initial offering. 


PASTOR CONVICTED FOR

Church Editor to Be Responsible for 
Future Conduct of Aaron 

B. Donaldson. 

The Rev. Dr. C. C. Woods, editor of 
the St. Louis Christian Advocate, 
will be responsible to the State for 
the future behavior of Aaron B. Don- 
aldson, former Methodist clergyman, 
who served penitentiary terms in 
Missouri and Illinois for his transac- 
tions in mining stock with James E.

Hadley paroled him, 
and he was taken to the Southern 
Illinois penitentiary at Chester.

FATHER WHO KILLED 
HUSBAND NEAR END 


Fate of William V. Cleary of 
New City, N. Y., Expected to 
Rest With Jury Today. 


DAUGHTER SPURNS’ HIM 


Testifies in His Behalf After Dra- 
matic Court Scene in Which 
He Collapses. 


NEW CITY, N. Y., Dec. 19.—The fate 
of William V. Cleary, former town clerk 
of Haverstraw, on trial here for the 
murder, July 13 last, of his son-in-law, 
Eugene Newman, was expected to be in 
the hands of the jury this afternoon. 
All evidence for and against Cleary was 
presented before adjournment of court 
last night. 

The sensation of the trial came last 
night when Mrs. Anna Cleary Newman, 
widow of Eugene Newman and daughter 
of the defendant, told from the witness 
stand a story corroborating the testi- 
mony of her mother and father, who 
had preceded her. 

Mrs. Newman told of her marriage 
to Eugene Newman five days before 
the shooting, declaring that she kept 
the fact a secret from her father and 
mother and in answer to questions af- 
firmed the contention of the defense 
that Newman was the father of her 
unborn child, which fact Cleary pre- 
viously had stated caused him to lose 
his reason when his son-in-law called 
to inform him of the secret marriage. 

Seizes Daughter in Embrace. 

A dramatic scene was’ witnessed 
when the young widow entered the 
courtroom yesterday to testify for her 
futher, gowned in black, except fo" 
a white shirtwaist and a white feather 
in her hat, the gir: of 20 was assisted 
tewards the witness chair by ner uncle. 
She clung to her relative as though 
dreading the coming ordeal as_ she 
walked slowly across the room from 
the rear door through which she had 
er ‘tered. 

Her father had not seen her since 
July 22, the day before Newman was 
shot as he was waiting to tell Cleary 
tnat he and Anna were married. As 
his daughter reached his side _ he 
jumped to his feet and reached out to 
take her in his armas. 

The girl shrank away from him, but 
Cleary would not be denied. He seized 
her in a firm embrace and kissed her 
repeatedly. 

When the girl was led trembling t 
the stand, Cleary collapsed, falling over 
on the counsel table. 

She Testifies in Father’s Behalf. 

He recovered quickly, however, and 
turned his eves upon Anna, who did not 
return his gaze. When ashe had finished 
her testimony and again passed by 
where her father sat, she made no re.- 
sponse whatever as he reached out and 
patted her hand. 

Few questions were asked the young 


was, contented itself with getting her 
to say that Newman was the fatiier of 
her child and that she had not told her 
father or her mother of her :narriage 
It had been previously testified during 
the afternocn that Cleary ‘had learne:i 
en July 22 that Anna was to become 
a mother and that on July 22 and 23 he 
had drunk to excess and acted irration- 
ally. Through his wife it was brought 
out that up to the time he shot New- 
man he did not know. the boy was his 
son-in-law. 

The cross-examination of the young 
woman was almost equally as brief. Shy 
said she and Newman had been sweet: 
hearts from childhood and that they 
saw each other frequently, despite the 
fact that her parents had forbidden 
them to meet. They were married on 
the night of July 18, she testified. 

Mrs. Cleary in heretestimony said that 
on the day of the tragedy she had 
twice talked over the telephone witu 
Newman, but no mention was made of 
the marriage. She had npeen told be- 
fore that, however, of the marriage by 
a physician who had _ attended her 
daughter a few days previous to the 
shooting. 

When Cleary was taken back to his 
cell he collapsed and for an hour was 
under a physician’s care. He recovered 
sufficiently, however, to takg the stand 
in his own behalf at the night session. 

Cleary, as he told how he was af- 
fected by the news of his daughter's 
condition, gave evidence of deep emo- 
tion. 

He said he had no distinct recollec- 
tion of events after he left the house 
on receiving the report. He objected to 
Newman on account of his family, he 
said.

“A GREAT PEACE MAKER,” 

HE centenary of the treaty of 
7 Ghent (Dec. 2%, 1814), marking 1 

hundred years of peace between 
Great Britain and the United States, 
being celebrated in various ways by the 
two nations concerned and the occasion 
has brought forth severa] publications 
commemorative of this happy event. 
But none of them is more worthy of 
notice than “A Great Peace Maker; the 
Diary of James Gallatin, Secretary to 
Albert Gallatin.”” This diary covers the 
period from 1813 to 1827, which includes 
not only Albert Gallatin’s service as a 
peace commissioner with Henry Clay 
and John Quincy Adams, but also the 
period from 1826 to 1827 when Gallatin 
was American Minister in Paris. The 
diary has been carefully, intelligently 
and faithfully edited by Count Albert 
Gallatin, grandson of the writer, to 
whom he gave it in 1875 with the in- 
junction to let no part of it be pub- 
lished until 1900. James Gallatin died 
the following year, but the diary was 
almost forgotten by his grandson until 
19183, when he picked it up, read it 
through and became convinced that. 
with liberal excisions, it would prove of 
great interest to the public. So now it 
is given to the world, with a preface by 
former Ambassador James Bryce. There 
is no better way of getting a correct 
impression of manners and customs of 
the times than through a faithfully 
kept diary. Such is this work, bristling 
at once with important “inside informa- 
tion’’ on historic events, crisp and il- 
luminating comment on customs and 
manners of that day and graphic word 
pictures of famous personages who 
came under the author’s observation.

but beyond certain futile imaginings 
of the lovesick Mr. Brumley, literary 
man, no harm came of that. It was 
this Mr. Brumley who had not a lit- 
tle to do with the mergence of Ellen 
Harman. With a precipitance to 
which, it seems, middle-aged widow- 
ers are sometimes subject, this Mr. 
Brumley fell rather preposterously 
in love with Lady Harman the first 
time he saw her and attended her, 
through her awakening, with a devo- 
tion that partook for the most part 
of the worshipful attitude that makes 
for seemliness. 

It is a little dififcult to understand 
how Lady Harman came to be rather 
fond of him, as he is shown, but Mr. 
Wells, foreseeing the difficulty, ex- 
plains that it is because he 1s shown 
as he is and not as Lady Harman 
saw him. That probably does explain 
it and the same explanation would 
probably suffice for a good many 
other inexplicable attachments in this 
world. 

Not much was required to make a 
contrast with Sir Isaac—mean-soul, 
acquisitive, despicable, he suffered 
greatly by comparison with even the 
rather ridiculous Mr. Brumley. It is 
not entirely clear how seriously the 
author intended Mr. Brumley to be 
taken. An irrepressible whimsicality 
may have carried him further than he 
intended toward depriving him of the 
reader’s sympathy. There is no un- 
certainty, however, in the drawing of 
Sir Isaac. In him the author has 
achieved a portrait. Not a pleasing 
portrait, to be sure, but a character 
revelation of rare finish. 

In a style that is not altogether 
the Wells style, the author presents, 
not obtrusively, the problem of the 
modern woman, reasonably modern at 
least in her relation to society, in her 
capacity as a wife, and in her capac- 
ity as a person. Comfort may be de. 
rived from it as a prophesy of the 
near time when the wives of all the 
Sir Isaac Harmans that are left in 
the world shall emerge from their 
fr submergence and be, not persons in- 
stead of wives, but persons as well as 
wives. (Macmillan.)

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NEW ORLEANS SHOWS ST. LOUIS. 

St. Louis doesn’t make much traffic use of 
the Mississippi. New Orleans does. Mayor Kiel 
went South to learn how New Orleans does It. 
The Post-Dispatch asked Mayor Martin Behrman 
of New Orleans to tell us what Mayor Kiel learned 
there. Here is Mayor Behrman’s wire in reply: 

The State owns the entire water front of the 
Port. Through its Port Commission the State 
has constructed and is operating six miles of 
wharves, modern and commodious. The State 
is now constructing a system of warehouses 
to be operated in conjunction with its 
wharves. The State wharf system thus far 
has cost approximately $65,000,000; the State 
warehouse system now being constructed will 
cost approximately $3,500,000. 

The city owns and through a commission 
operates a public belt raflroad, a switching 
facility with 40 miles of track, serving all the 
public wharves and a large number of private 
industries, and connecting with all transporta- 
tion lines entering the city. The cost of the 
public belt railroad to date has been approx- 
imately $1,000,000. 

Government operation of the wharf and 
switching facilities has been successful in all 
respects. Although the charges for the use of 
these facilities are very moderate, they are 
more than self-sustaining. 

The value of public ownership and opera- 
tion of port facilities cannot be estimated. 
Not only is the commerce, business and ship- 
ping of the port supplied with cheap, com- 
prehensive and efficient service, but by reason 
of public ownership and operation ef these 
facilities the water front is redeemed from the 
atrangling domination of private monopolies 
and ig thrown open to all users, present and 
future, upon terms of absolute equality. 


The people of New Orleans, in brief, have 
mobilized their collective credit to get money to 
develop their biggest asset, the river. 

We believe the time has come when the people 
of St. Louis should do the same. It is absurd 
for the largest city on the largest navigable river 
in North America to make virtually no use of 
it as a traffic highway.

RABBIT HUNTING IN MISSOURI. 
Rabbit hunting is on, and this classic among 
Missouri sports claims at least our avid interest, 
sympathy and moral support, if not active partici- 
pation. We hope the latter also. 

The democratic nature of this hunt especially 
commends it to us. We have hitherto shown the 
aristocratic character of fox hunting. We have 
shown the necessarily exclusive character of coon 
hunting. By contrast, rabbit hunting is open to 
the many. Race, color or previous condition of 
servitude bar nobody. None is too peor to- do 
Br’er Rabbit reverence. 

Not even an aristocratic breed of dog is essen- 
tial The fox calls forth the highest in canine 
class. None but the brave deserve, none but the 
best can conquer a coon. But just any regular 
dog, houn’ dawg, “ornery” dog, dog of low degree, 
fice, what not, suffices to run the festive cotton- 
What is known in the 
country as a “nigger dog” does best of all. A 
half-grown colored boy with a stick and two noisy 
nigger dogs are the ideal equipment, and Paul 
Rainey in Africa never saw the like of the sport 
these can provide when they are in the mood 
for it. 

Rabbit hunting befits the picturesqueness of 
Missouri; it is “atmospheric” of the Missouri coun- 
tryside, just as riding to hounds adds a touch of 
vitality to English rural landscape, or Virginia's. 
A negro boy beating a brush pile with a stick 
while two nondescript dogs bark into it is a genre 
bit so racy of Missouri that it would seem out of 
place anywhere else in the world, an frrelevancy, 
an incongruity and a counterfeit. 

The perfect joy of rabbit hunting partakes of 
the conviction that the game is inexhaustible. No 
matter how many you kill this winter, if you will 
leave just one pair Nature will be bountiful and 
sport abundant next season. 

SCARBOROUGH CORONER’S VERDIOT. 
Millions of persons in various parts of the 
world had never heard of Scarborough until a 
few days ago, when bombs from warships fel! 
there and killed a number of men, women and chil- 
dren without any warning. And now a Scarbor- 
ough Coroner gets headlines in newspapers wher- 
ever they are read, with his verdict that the vic- 
tims at that place “met death in a murderous at- 
tack,” 

That a Coroner should sit in a case of killing 
by an enemy in a regular wer fs unique and strik- 
ing. But there will be a great many who will ap- 
prove the incident and not fall to see that it has 
a significance that may be an influence for good. 
For this verdict condemns wer in general. Where 
is the difference between the event that brought 
out Scarborough’s Coroner’s verdict and number- 
less other events that have occurred since the war 
began and over which no Coroner held an inquest? 
How many victims have “met death in murder- 
ous attacks” in Belgium, in France, in Poland, in 
Russia, in sheltered harbors and on the high seas, 
since war commenced? How many non-combat- 
ants in homes, in cellars, in churches, in the

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EDUCATION IN VALENCIA COUNTY. 
O:: hears so much of school teachers protesting 
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against small pay and then engaging first cabin 
passage to spend the Summer in Europe, that it 
becomes no less than refreshing to discover the ring of 
sincerity in a school teacher’s kick. This somewhat 
rare note is readily detected in the seventeen reasons 
filed by a school teacher in Valencia County, New 
Mexico, for wishing to throw up the job, viz: 

1. There is not enough light in the school. 

2. The window can be raised only five inches. Re 
sult, poor ventilation. 

8. Requests for repairs have been ignored. 

4. When the door is open, it is too cold; when it is 
closed, too hot. Result, discomfort. 

5. The roof leaks, and the floor gets wet. 

6. There are no desks or seats. 

7. The tables in the schoolroom are too high. 

8. There are not enough chairs. Two pupils try to 
sit on one. Result, disorder. 

9. Pupils sit on cracker boxes and move them around, 
causing annoying sound?. 

10. The walls are too rough for blackboards. 

11. The school yard is too small and too muddy. 

12. A census of the pupils has been refused. 

138. The teacher is expected to be a nurse. 

14. F&ipils have only one-fourth enough school sup- 
plies, and too much chewing gum. 

15. The location of the school is undesirable. It 
stands within three feet of a house, and boys in the 
house cause disorder in the school. 

16. The boarding facilities for a teacher are poor. 

17. Finally, teaching school under these circumstances 
has become a farce in Valencia County.

It may be remarked, in 
the same connection, *nat this week's 
wheat exports were rvarly up to the 
largest recorded weekl; total, and that 
its cotton exports rose ubove those of a 
year ago.

25 Democrats Were Influenced 
to Change Votes on Mail Pay 
Bill, Moon Says. 


INQUIRY IS LIKELY 


Members Explain They Switched 
Because of Proposed Cut in 
Postmasters’ Salaries. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—The House 


was stunned Friday when Representa- 
tive Moon of Tennessee, the Democratic 
eaairman of the Committee on Post- 
offices, made the charge in open debate 
that a railway lobby had been at work 
in an effort to influence members of 
Congress. 

Moon, who is one ef the leaders of 
the House, asserted that at the behest 
cf agents of the railways % Democratic 
members changed their votes on the 
question of adopting a rule to facili- 
tate a readjustment of railway mail 
pay. 
~Representative Henry of Texas backed 
vp the assertion of Moon by declaring 
that the railroads had atterapted to 
eazert undue influence upon the Rules 
Committee, of which Henry is chair- 
man. The inference was that the rail- 
ways were dissatisfied with a provision 
in the postoffice bill readjusting rail- 
way mail pay and that they had plan- 
ned to defeat it. 

Rule Is Defeated. 

The accusations of Moon ahd Henry 
followed the action of 2 Democratic 
members in changing their votes on a 
proposed rule providing for considera- 
tlon of the railway mail pay provision. 
On the first roll call the vote in favor 
of the rule was 152 to 112 The switch 
o° % votes then resulted in the defeat 
at the rule 

As @ result of the accusations ‘t is al- 
together probable that an inquiry may 
be ordered. The 25 members who changed 
their votes are: Webb of ..orth Caro- 
lina, Mosa, Cline, Peterson, kausch and 
Adair of Indiana; Barlett of Georgia, 
Barkley, Fields and Johnsen of Ken- 
tucky; Jackoway and Goodwin of Arkan- 
sas, Borland and Decker of Missouri, 
Carlin and vinson of Virginia, Collier 
of Mississippi, Connelly of Iowa, Ede 
wards of Georgia, Heflin of Alabama, 
Kitchen of North Carolina, Lee of 
Georgia, Taylor of Arkansas, Sisson of 
Mississippi, White of Ohio. 

The explanation was made 
of the members named that they had 
changed their votes on the mail pay 
provision because of their objection to 
economies effected by the reduction of 
Postmasters’ salaries and further reduc- 
tions in the rural free service. 

Moon declared that this was a mere 
subterfuge to cloak the real motive, 
which he declared to be a desire to serve 
the railroads. “Look at the men who

said. “Gentlemen, like craven cow- 
decency and follow the lead of the Re- 
publican party, thus repudiating the 
Democratic administration. I would 
rather be a devil than a thief. Did 
they change their votes at the demand 
of the railroads or the rural] carriers? I 
think more of my country than the 
Democratic party. If we are to return 
a Democratic majority to the Sixty- 
sixth Congress, let it be Democrats who 
stand by the republic and not by the 
railroads.”’

Henry interrupted to remark that he 
knew “the only opposition came from 
railroad influences.’’ 

Republican Leader Mann defied Henry 
to submit proof. Henry took his seat 
without replying. Moon said that he 
was convinced that railroad influences 
were at work on the Democratic side of 
the House “to force the betrayal of 
Democratic policies.” 

Much ugly feeling has been aroused 
among the Democrats by the accusations 
made by Moon. This is the first time in 
years that members have been accused 
on the floor of the House of yielding te 
rafiroad influences.
